To Joseph Pitman, S. 8. Committee, Bartlett, N. H., and to 
the inhabitants of School District No. 5, the undersigned here- 
with submit their annual report for the year 1885-6. 

The grades of our schools now established, consists of the 
Primary and Grammar Departments. The school year has 
been divided into three terms, A Spring term of ten weeks be- 
ginning Apr. 20 and closing June 26. Fall term of eleven weeks 
beginning Sep. 7, and closing Nov. 20. Winter term of eleven 
weeks beginning Dec. 14, and closing Feb. 26. The Spring 
Fall ard five weeks of the Winter term of the Primary Dep’, 
were taught by Lizzie B. Ring, a graduate of the Orono, Me. 
High School. who had charge of this school six terms prior to this. 

She resigned her position Jan. 13, we very much regretted losing 
so efficient a teacher , but were fortunate in securing the services of 
Annie Bennett a graduate of Portland High and Gorham Me. Normal 
School to fill the vacancy; Miss Bennett although coming to us a 
stranger, has proved herselfa teacher deeply interested in her school 
and one by whom the scholars have been inspired with earnest zeal. 

Aside from the regular work, oral lessons in Physiology with refer- 
ence to the effect of alcoholic stimulants and narcotics on the human 
system, also object lessons on forms have been taught, in both. the 
scholars have shown great interest and delight. The table below 
will show the record of attendance and visits to this department as 
kept during the year.

Names of those not absent during the year are: Susie 
Parker, Agnes Muis, Charlie Wadsworth, Leroy Carroll, 
Harry Field, Nattie Buffurn. The branches taught in this 
department the past year, were Algebra, Physiology, U.S. 
History, Philosophy and Grammar. All are expected to take 
three studies with Reading, Spelling and Penmanship. 
Wages of teacher per month, including board, $36. 

You will see by the tables given, the number of scholars 
not absent each term; to those the teachers gave prizes. “The 
committee also gave to those not absent during the year. W- 
have found this an excellent plan with many, and it has 
raised the standard, as with constant attendance the scholars 
could be well classified and good results follow. The pupil 
who attends school but two or three days during the week 
makes poor advancement; instances have come to our notice. 
when scholars were absent day after day without any satisfact- 
ory reason; when they return can they expect to enter the class 
on an equal footing with those who have attended regularly ? 
No, they soon begin to realize the loss, get discouraged, their 
lack of interest is a hinderance to the advancement of all in the 
class, and finally they drop out. 
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Not only is regular attendance necessary, but habits ¢ 
punctuality should be formed ; scholars entering school a f we 
minutes late, distract the attention of the whole school. The ay 
greater number of instances of tardiness have been among a — di 
few, who on entering, would signify by look or bearing, that 
they had done a very “commendable act, to favor the school at 
wll with their presence.” Parents and guardians have it ins 
their power to wipe out these existing evils. ys ne 

Efforts of the teachers in the majority of cases have — | 
shown very gratifying results on the part of the scholars. — a 
When scholars have not made improvements it has extensively 
been through lack of ambition on the part of the scholars to. 
apply themselves to work, or want of interest, caused by in- 
diflerence and passiveness of parents, in the direction of ag 
cation, a 

In our attempt to elevate the tone of our school it habeas 
claimed by some that we have made them ‘too high toned, vif 
this change is perceptable to those not visiting the school, our —

By others, objections have been raised that more than a a 
necessary amount of money has been expended, and that our . 
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children had ‘too much schooling ;” to those we would say, 
that skilled labor is always in demand, and better paid than 
unskilled. Tcachers, like those in other professions who have f 
received special preparation for their work,must be paid accord- 
ingly; and it has been our desire to secure the best with the | 
means at our disposal as scholars derive greater benefits from 
professional training. Can terms of ‘‘six weeks summer and 
six weeks winter,” as in-our grandfathers day, prepare schol- 


ars to cope with those attending thirty-six or forty weeks in the 
vear?
